possibly $1,000 worth of goods may prove 
serviceable. 

M. J. Ehrlich, manager of the house was 
at his desk at the downtown store, 1016 
Olive, at 7 o’clock Friday morning, striving 
to estimate the exact loss. 

“It will be impossible,” he said “just what 
figure wil lcover the damage until we have 
taken a complete inventory of what was 
stored there. We have been in St. Louis 12

experienced, I can state that the loss will 
be over $50,000, and that it is pretty well 
covered by insurance. I am unable to give

Six Tribes Argue Against the Land in 
Severalty Plan. 


— ä — 


WASHINGTON, March 18.—Twenty-three 
big braves yesterday marched single file 
into the office of the Secretary of the Inte- 
rior. They had traveled all the way from 


the Indian Territory to see the Great Fath- 
er and represented six tribes—Comanche, 
Kiowa, Apache, Wichita, Caddoe and Dela- 
ware, 

They came to Washington to protest 
against the ratification of the erome 
treaty, which provides for the allotment in 
severalty of 100 acres to the Indians and 
the ceding of the balance of the tribal lands 
to the Government. 

Quanah Parker, spokesman and chief of 
his tribe, is a tall, w.llowy man, with a dig- 
nified bearing and a stern face. He is a 
natural orator and through Interpreter Em- 
met Cox made a strong plea for the defcat 
of the treaty. He took the position that it 
would be impossible for the Indians to live 
on 160 acres of land. The country ts for the 
most paft grazing land and fit for noth- 
ing else. It is from this the Indians derive 
subsistence, To take that away and com- 
pel them to subsist on 100 acres would be to 
estroy them. 

Representatives of the other tribes also 
spoke in the same strain and took occasion 
to speak a good word for the Indian Agent, 
Capt. Baldwin, whom they characterized as 
their good friend. Reference was made to 
the statement that had become current in 
the Territory that the Government would 
cut off the Indian rations after July. All 
were opposed to this. There are two squaws 
in the party, Quanah@Parker’s wife and Mra. 
Laura Patrick, an interpreter.

HAS TEXAS AN ELECTION LAW? 


Error of the Codifier May Lead to Se- 
rious Complications. 

AUSTIN, X., March 18.—The contention 
is ralsed here that owing to an error of the 
codifier of the Twenty-fourth Legislature 
ihe law regulating the holding of general 
elections in this State was omitted and 
hence there ie no law fixing a time for 
holdigg State elections. 

The contention is that revised statutes 
provide that all laws not enumerated in the 
revised statute are repealed and that the 
election law goes with the balance, leaving 
the State without a general election law. 
Should this prove to be the case it will de- 
velop that all the officérs now holding of- 
fices were elected without lawful author- 
ity as the laws were codified before the 
last election.

SPANIARDS PLEAD FOR A 
FURTHER TRIAL OF AUTONOMY. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, March 18.—Spain is dying hard. She yet has hope of saving 
Cuba and has appealed to the United States to help her. 

Senor Polo, the Spanish Minister, had-a long conference with Assistant Sec- 
retary Day and made a strong argument in favor of the United States becoming 
mediator between Spain and the insurgents for the purpose of persuading the 
latter to accept autonomy. 

It was urged ‘by the Spanish Minister that if the United States would open 
communication with the insurgemts and advise the acceptance of autonomy an im- 
mediate termination of the war would result. 

At the conclusion of the conference Assistant Secretary Day visited the Ex- 
ecutive Mansion and reported Senor Polo's proposition to the President. A reply 
will probably be given at the next conference. 

It is known that the President cannot consider the suggestions advanced by 
the Minister. If he had requested mediation for, a cessation of hostilities, leaving 
the settlement of conditions and government to be subsequently determined by the 
parties interested, the proposition might have been considered.

ADRIFT IN A CANOE. 


Two Indians Tell of Probable Destruc- 
tion of the Ship They Left. 
CRESCENT CITY, Cal., March 18.—Two 
Indians bearing evidence of having suf- 
fered extreme hardships, arrived in this 
port this evening in a frail canoe. They 
had been afloat for two days and nights 
without food and exposed to the buffeting 
of wind and waves in the coldest storm oc 
the seazon. The Indians belong to a British 
Columbia tribe and the following account 
of their misfortunes was told through an 

interpreter: 

The schooner Teresa left Notkai, near 
Vancouver, British Columnia, about six 
weeks ago on a sealing expedition, with a 
crew and sealing force of 25 men. Last 
Monday, when off the Oregon coast a few 
miles north of the mouth of the Rogue 
River, the vessel cast-anchor and 10 small 
boats, each manned by two or three men, 
started out in quest of seals. A sudden 
and violent storm coming up the boat 
manned by these two Indians was unable 
to reach the schooner and it was only by 
superior, skill that they were able to Keep 
their boat afloat. '

EX-CLERK HAVILL INDICTED. 


Former Penitentiary Official Charged 
With Embezzlement. 
CHESTER, III., March 18.—The grand jury 
has returned 18 indictments in the Circuit

DEATHS COMPLICATE THE CASE. 


Daughters of John O’Leary Are Left to 
Bear the Brunt of the Action 
for $1996. 


There was a pecullarly complicated case 
on trial before Judge Klein Thursday 
growing out of the building of the new 
Visitation Convent at Belt and Cabanne 
avenues, 

In January, 1891, the convent contracted 
with Alois Kleinhoffer to do the stone work 
and plastering on the new structure for 
$7775. Kleinhoffer gave bond, with Selma 
Watson, A. Mayeres and John O'Leary as 
sureties. A short time after the work was 
commenced Kleinhoffer was paid $1000 as 
an installment. Then he disappeared and 
has not been heard of since. The convent 
was completed as to tha portion under con- 
tract to Kleinhoffer for $9713, a difference 
of $1996. 

This amount the convent sued the bonds- 
men for. Kleinhoffer was gone, Mayeres no 
one seems to know anything about, and a 
most careful search has failed to reveal 
any assets belonging to him. Selma Wat- 
son, who was well off in 1891, has lost all 
of his money and has nothing that can 
be got hold of. The only good surety left 
was John O'Leary, who, unfortunately, 
died in October, 1895. His estate, now in 
the hands of H. M. Wilcox as administra- 
tor, will have to bear the brunt of the 
whole sult. 

The first sult against the bondsmen was 
brought by Judge Thomas Thoroughman, 
who has since died. A short time later an 
amended petition was filed by E. A. B. 
Garesche and since then he, too, has died. 

The O'Leary estate is worth about $15,- 
000 and will go to the daughters of the de- 
ceased. The suit could at one time have 
been compromised except that the deugh- 
ters disagreed over some trifling detail and 
the agreement was never made,

A CHILD THE COMPLAINANT, 


Annie Becker’s Story Denied by the 
Prisoner, Who Says the Alle- 
gation Is Spite Work. 


William Bell is locked up at the Second 
Disrtict Police Station, charged with at 
tempting a criminal assault upon ‘ Annie 
Becker, the 7-year-old daughter of a Sa- 
loonkeeper at Second and Lami streets. Bell 
is 86 years old, married, the father of obe 
child and lives with his family at 2913 South 
Ninth street. 

Annie Becker says she was playing in the 
yard back of her father’s saloon and resli- 
dence about 7 o’clock Wednesday evening 
with several other little girls of the neigh- 
borhood. Bell, whom she knows well by 
sight, having frequently observed him in 
her father’s saloon, came into the yard by 
the rear gate. He called to Annie, she says, 
and taking her to a remote corner of the 
yard, forced her down on the ground. He 
placed his hand over her mouth, she al- 


leges, and knelt over her, placing one knee 
upon her chest. 

The other children, who had run when 
Bell came into the yard, returned, and at 
the sight of the man’s threatening actions 
they screamed. This frightened the man. 
— he ran out the gate and did not re- 
urn, 

Annie then went into the house and told 
her mother the story. From her descrip- 
tion of the assailant he was thought to 
be Bell. The child’s father went at once 
to Bell's home, and not finding him there 
he went to the Helmbacher mills at Second 
and Barton streets, where Bell-is em- 
proved. The accused man was not found, 

ut Becker told the story. Thursday morn- 
ing, when Bell reported for work, the man- 
ager, George Blume, told him to take the 
day off and go see Becker about the troubie. 
Bell denied the accusation, and did go to 
Becker’s saloon. Policeman Scandland was 
waiting in the saloon and arrested Bell. 

The prisoner denies that he laid violent 
hands upon the child, but he admits pass- 
ing through the yard and stopping to talk 
with the little girls. He says the charge 
is trumped up by Mrs. Becker. Bell also 
vets forth that jt was almost daylight when 
he passed through the yard, and that he 
spoke to the children only because he 
knew them and often played and jokcd 
with them when he came across them

CLOUDS A DUST. 


SUPERINTENDENT RIECHMANN 
HAS SOMETHING TO SAY 
ABOUT THEIR GENESIS. 


FROM ALLEYS AND SIDEWALKS. 


Good Sprinkling Will Not Avail as 
Long as There Is Dirt Around 
Front and Back Doors. 


The downtown streets were sprinkled 
thoroughly Wednesday for the first time 
this season. They were eprayed four times, 
according to the specifications, and the 
work was well done. There was none of 
the flooding which provoked so much pro- 
fanity last season, but the water spilled 
was ample to keep the dust well laid. 


whisked around the corners, carried clouds 
of dust. 

“It comes from the alleys and sidewalks” 
explained Sprinkling Superintendent George 
Riechmann, as he returned from a tour of 
inspection over the business streets. 1 


wish at the outset the merchants might 
understand this. Every windy day, no 
matter how thoroughly the sprinkling is 
done, there is a chorus of complaints from 
business men about flying dust. Of course, 
they complain to the sprinkling epart- 
ment. hey reason that dust can only 
come from imperfectly sprinkled streets. 

In fact, though, an enterprising wind 
can etir up about as much dust from the 
alleys and sidewalks as from an unsprink- 
led street. The reason is that the streets 
downtown are much better cleaned than 
the alleys and sidewalks. The block pa- 
trolmen are at work on the streets all the 
time and they are helped a intervals by the 
machine sweepers. he alleys are not 
cleaned nearly as often and not one store- 
keeper in a hundred ever thinks of having 
the sidewalk in front of his place of busi- 
ness cleaned. Many of them, 
that, deposit the store sweepings on the 
sidewalk, where an idle win 
and does mischief with it. 

“Much of the dust which collects in the 
alleys is due to the habit of depositing 
their refuse, which ig pulverized by the 
elements. 

There are ordinances prohibiting these 
things, but they are not enforced. 

“Of course some dust is created in alleys 
by the passage of wagons and some dust 18 
deposited on sidewalks by shoes and skirts 
but it merchants and householders would 
throw nothing in the alleys and on the 
sidewalks, which should not be thrown 
there, the dust on a windy day would not 
be half so thick. 

“Some dust comes from street intersec- 
tions, which are left dry by the sprinklers, 
but that cannot be helped.“

OTHER CEILINGS ARE CRACKED. 


Building Believed to Be Falling to 
Pieces on the Inside and Lives of

Thursday morning a 1000-pound chunk of 
cornice in Courtroom No. 6 fell with a 
crash, smashing a steam heater, the Sher- 
iff’—’ desk and narrowly missing Deputy 
Sheriff Bensiek and Deputy Jury Commis- 
sioner John Thorman. 

Judge Reilly of New Madrid was just 
preparing to leave his private office and 
open court when the crash came without 
warning. 

There was a popping sound along the 
cornice of the south wall just over the 
Sheriff’s desk and a few feet to the east of 
the jury chairs, which were all ocoupied by 
“jurors and lawyers, . 


The chunk of plaster and lathing, about 
10 feet long and 8 feet wide, came down 
with a resounding crash, which could be 
heard all over the building. 

One end of it struck Deputy Sheffer Ben- 
siek on the right arm and threw him side- 
ways against the jury chairs. 

Mr. Thorman, who was sitting to the right 
of the Sheriff's desk, was thrown forward 
into the middle of the courtroom, and al- 
most smothered by the plaster dust.

JAPAN BUYS A CORVETTE. 


Vessel Was Being Built in Germany on 
Order of 


LONDON, March 17.—A special dispatch 
from Kiel says Japan has purchased alt 
torpedo corvette, which was being built 
there by the Krupps for Brazil. 

There are three torpedo corvettes Dulld- 
ing at Kiel for Brazil, the Caramuru, the 
Timbira and the Tupy, all of the same 
size, speed and armament. They are of 
1090 displacement, are 269 feet 2 inches long 
and have 30 feet 9 Inches dea with a 
minimum draught of 10 feet 2 inches. All 
three vessels are driven by two propellers, 
have 6000 indicated horee-power and are es- 
timated to steam 22 knots. Their arma- 
ment consists of two 4-inch quick-firin 
guns, six 2.2-Inch guns and four 1.4in 
guns, with three torpedo tubes.
